Canadian Rocket Stamps 
And Covers 


The only two references I have in 
my philatelic library on Rocket 
stamps and covers are; (1) “Rocket 
Mail Catalogue,” 2nd Revised Edi- 
tion, 1955, edited by Stephen H. 
Smith, and (2) an article on Rocket 
Stamps with listing, by F. W. Kess- 
ler in the AMERICAN PHILATEL- 
IST, Sept. 1936. 

Neither of these list any Canadian 
Rocket stamps or covers. The Smith 
Catalogue does however mention 
them as follows: “Readers might ob- 
serve—he did neither refer to labels 
for a ‘rocket flight from the USA to 
Canada’ or a ‘First Canadian Rocket 
Flight,’ all supposedly of 1936. But 
even today, nearly 12 years later, no 
records have become known which 
would indieate if these flights have 
ever taken plaee or who the experi-

menter might have been for these 
projects."

No. 350 — Diamond Jubilee Essays 


In H.T. packet No. 300 which ap- 
peared in the February '56 issue, I 
mentioned a series of seven Souvenir 
Commemorative seals which had 
been submitted to me as Essays for 
the Canadian Jubilee Issue of 1897. 
I pointed out they were neither Can- 
adian or Essays, and that their true 
nature had been written up years ago 
in Melvilles *Phantom Philately." 

Imagine my surprise therefore to 
see them listed and given catalogue 
recognition as Canadian Essays in 
the January 1956 issue of Essay- 
Proof Journal! (Actually published 
in late February. or early March.) 
Considerable correspondence then 
took place with the late Dr. Clarence 
Brazer, and just before his great loss 
to the philatelie world, he wrote 
stating they would be withdrawn. I 
understand from the present editorial 
staff that the withdrawal will be an- 
nounced and the true nature of the 

"seals" will be disclosed in an early 
issue of that masterpiece of philatel- 
ic publieations, the ESSAY-PROOF 
Journal. 

Yes I have a set of these in my col- 
lection,—but they are labeled for 
what they really are— souvenir com-

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Plate Block Charlie Says: 


The article in the November issue 
of this magazine under the heading 
“Canada Jottings” by “Will Eye” is 
certainly an interesting one. In part, 
to me, it is more than interesting. 
O.H.M.S, plate blocks some way or 
another seem different to the post- 
age issues. I suppose it is because of 
their scarcity. There seems to be a 
challenge in the collecting of them. 
The possibility of you or I ever com- 
pleting them is nil, but if you have 
plenty of dollars, there is a possible 
chance of you reaching about 110 
positions out of the possible 120. 


The scarcest of all is of course the 
O4 P49 UR as inferred by “Will 
Eye". I believe four of these posi- 
ticns are known. Several other posi- 
tions are scarce, in fact I believe 
about fifteen of them have reached 
the rare stage, with several others 
reaching the scarce column. 

I have not in the past written any- 
thing about the O.H.M.S. plate blocks 
for the simple reason that there is 
not a great deal that can be said 
ahout them at the present time. Un- 
til a check or survey can be made— 
such as the one “Will Eye” is mak- 
ing—and I do hope he will be suc- 
cessful with it—we will not know 
much about them. 

I believe he should go further than 
the O9. A very interesting article 
by “T. B. Higginson” in the June 
1955 issue of B.N.A. Topics will give 
you some idea of how scarce some of 
these positions are. My own collec- 
tion of 103 positions may not be a 
great one, but I would sure hate to 
pav cut what they are worth today. 

In a letter from a collector in the 
States forwarded to me by Mr. Mc- 
Cready, he refers to the scarcity of 
O4 P49 UR, to the 1939 Royal Visits, 
or rather, to the improbables. I do 
not helieve the postage issues should 
be considered at this time. A great 
many plate block collectors do not 
collect the “Officials,” so let us keep 
the “Officials” in one group and the 
postage issues in another. 

An article on the scarcity of some 
of the postage and air mail can be 
written about later. 

Returning to the O.H.M.S. issues, 
there should be no doubt about the 
searcest of all positions, O4 P49 UR 


of course. Value? My correspondent 
says about $500.00 and I say not a 
bit too high if any four positions are 
known. Perhaps the survey will bring 
out one cr two more. 

Like “Will Eye” I have often won- 
dered just how many O9 positions 
there are, or how many complete 
sets there are or could be. What I 
me^n is this, four collectors could 
each have one only of the four posi- 
tions. which if put together would 
give us one complete set. 


Finding out just how many of each 
nosition there is in collectors hands 
and in dealers stocks is going to be 
a tough undertaking and will take 
a long time. As fav as dealers stocks 
are concerned, I think we can wash 
them out. They would not have them 
long encugh to enter into the survey. 
What thev could do is give “Will 
Eye” any help they can to help with 
the survey. A large number of col- 
leetors, mainly collectors in the 
*United States" are not going to 
Few aheut the survey unless U.S. 
"hilatelie mnublieations mention the 
fact in their magazines, which I am 
sure they will do when they know 
shout it. As the survey has to do with 
O4 P49 UR, and chieflv with the O9 
nositions we will let things rest in- 
so-far as these two gems are con- 
cerned. “Will Eve” suggests that 
any eclleetor with 110 positions or 
move eet in touch with him for rec- 
ord purposes. A very good idea, but 
I just wonder how many are oing 
to come up with 110 OHMS positions. 
T elso wonder how many complete 
“G” collections there are? There is 
only supposed to be one tough set 
of plates in the “G” overprints, and 
that one is O27. Prices asked for 
these vary from $45.00 to $65.00 for 
positions depending on who the deal- 
ev is, and what he had to pay for 
them. There are three positions in 
the “G” overprints that have eluded 
me sinee I first took up plate block 
collecting, not anv one of which is 
worth over four dollars. Why? 

Everything adds up to the fact that 
not enough is known about them, and 
it is going to take a long time to 
find out. Knowing that ten thousand 
sheets of a value was printed does 
not tell us very much. We do know 
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how many plate positions there 
should be, but we do not know how 
many of them have survived. To wind 
this article up, I hope every collector 
who has even one position of O9 will 
get in touch with “Will Eye” and let 
him know what position it is. I only 
wish I was one of the collectors with 
110 positions of the OHMS.

1. O.H.M.S. Missing Period Var- 
ieties. 

As promised in last article we are 
going to give you a check list of all 
the missing period varieties that we 
have seen and where possible their 
pesitions and plate numbers. Keep an 
eye open for these as most now are 
quite scarce and valuable—and on 
the large size (7c-$1) stamps the 
variety occurs on one of the plate 
pcsitions. You can help to make this 
list complete if you will let us know 
any you have that we have not listed.

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It should be noted that these miss- 
inv reriod varieties occur only on a 
small limited printing, 06-7-8-9-10 
and was the first printings only as 
far as we know. Since O9 was over- 
printed only once, according to Ot- 
tawa, it does not exist with the 
reriod after the S in the LL plate 
stamp No. 47. (Still waiting to see 
Mr. Kraemer's LL plate with period 
as reported in Dec. ’55 P.S.) On O1- 
2-3-4 we believe the missing period 
efirr the S occurred on the 1st print- 
ings on LL panes stamps No. 52, and 
it is quite possible that on other posi- 
tions the variety is not constant. On 
the 1949 revised issue O12-3-4-5-15A 
and the 50c Oil 011 it is a mystery as 
to when these occured as we had 1st 
printings in sheets from the agency 
and that showed no missing periods 
except on the 5e 15A UL plate 1 and 
2 stamp No. 78. Again it may be 
possible that none of the other var- 
ieties are constant although we are 
fairly certain the 1c is. You may also 
note that there are some positions 
where for some reason the period af- 
ter the ‘S’ is quite faint and much 
lighter than on the rest of the sheet 
or the period following the OHM on 
the same stamp—O2 2c plate 4 UL 
stamp No. 16 is a good example of 
this and appears to be constant, at 
least on Ist printings). 

2. Thick G Overprint Varieties. 

Next writing will try and have a 
check list of these for you and mean- 
while keep your eyes open for them. 
At present they have occured on the 
current 5e and also many of the 
earlier ovpts. These have received a 
lot of publicity overseas but seeming- 
ly very little here. In fact we have 
not even seen any mention of them 
on this side of the Atlantic. Accord- 
ing to Ottawa, in some cases the 
overprintine plate wears and breaks 
apart during use due to the abrasive 
surface of the stamps meeting the 
plate during the printing, thus, while 
it normally produces a sharp thin 
letter, it becomes dull and heavier 
and in its extreme state produces the 
so-called “thick G variety."

V.L.P.8. Celebrates Its Silver Anniversary 


The Vancouver Island Philatelic 
Society, of Victoria, B.C., passed its 
twenty-fifth milestone in 1956, and 
celebrated the occasion with a ban- 
quet, at the Empress Hotel, October 
24. 

In 1931 the Society was formed by 
seven men, who met at the Empress 
Hotel, at the invitation of the man- 
ager, J. K. Hodges, who was made 
the first president of the new club, 
and whose help, through the years, 
has been of the greatest value to the 
Vancouver Island Philatelic Society. 
The other charter members were: Dr. 
J. A. Pearce, Henry Whittaker, Ron- 
ald M. Angus, Walter Englehardt, 
Reginald Nairne and Otto Weiler, 
all cf whom are still with the 
V.I[.P.S., except Otto Weiler, who has 
left Victoria. From the original 
seven, the club has grown to over a 
hundred Victoria members, with 
several out-of-town associates. 

Three private dining-rooms were 
nlaced at the disposal of the V.I.P.S. 
for the silver anniversary banquet, 
and members. wives, guests and 
friends assembled in the Princess 
Charlotte and Albert room, where a 
dazzling display of trophies, silver 
cuns, medals and certificates met the 
eye — all won by members. When 
such distinguished collectors as Ger- 
“Id Wellburn. Henry Whittaker, J. 
K. Hodges, and Dr. J. A. Pearce are 
on the club roster, it is not surpris- 
ine that trophies from many parts of 
the world were to be seen there— 
from England, New York, Toronto, 
Victoria, Vancouver and the Pacific 
North-west American Exhibitions. 
Sir John Wilson's book on the king's 
collection held a place of honour, and 
a number of award-winning frames 
of stamps were shown (by request) 
by Dr. Pearee and Reginald Nairne, 
V. L. Eardley-Wilmot, Miss Jean 
Reberts, Miss Jessie Gordon, Mr. and 
Mrs. O. Dunphey, and Mrs. Violet 
Molesworth. 

The president, V. L. Eardley- 
Wilmot, and Miss Jean Roberts re- 
ceived the guests, and Mrs. A. B. 
Harris gave them their tickets for 
the door nrize. Cocktails were served 
in the Princess Louise room, and the 
evowd drifted back and forth between 
the rooms, spending a pleasant half- 


hour chetting with old friends before 
adjourning to the Duke of Kent room 
for dinner. 

Mr. Eardley-Wilmot, the  presi- 
dent, introduced Mr. Gerald (Gerry) 
Wellburn as Master of Ceremonies. 
The M.C. then amazed the company, 
by introducing everyone by name— 
including visiters, R. F. Reid, Vic- 
toria postmaster, J. P. Bainbridge, 
out-of-town member from Vancouver, 
end his son-in-law, L. Brewster, and 
the president of the Greater Victoria 
Philatelic Society, A. R. C. Wildig, 
and Mrs. Wildig. 

The Master of Ceremonies then 
proposed a toast to “The Queen,” 
which was drunk with right good will 
by all. He then went on to explain

made a Fellow of the Royal Society 
of London. He remembered with gra- 
titude the many members, who had 
given generously of time and effort, 


for. the good of the club, among 
others, J. N. Anderson, Henry 
Whittaker, P. L. James, Miss 
Jean Roberts, Victor  Bigwood, 
R. M. Angus, Reginald  Nairne 


and W. J. Davey, who, in 1933 had 
started a stamp exchange circuit in 
the club, which was later changed 
to a sales circuit and managed by 
V. N. Bigwood. for twenty years. 
Mr. Davev had written a history of 
the V.I.P.S. and was a recognized ex- 
pert on stamps cf Hawaii. In closing 
Dr. Pearce said that the V.I.P.S. had 
twice acted as “host society” for the 
vearly exhibition of the Pacific 
North-west Federation of Stamp 
Clubs—whieh was no small under- 
taking. 

Dinner over, the party adjourned 
to the Princess Charlotte and Al- 
bert room once more. Here Gerry 
Wellburn gave an informal talk and 
displayed some of his stamp treas- 
ures, which had been chosen more for 
the romantic or amusing story back 
of their acquisition, than for the 
money value — though the money’s 
worth was there in many cases, He 
and Mr. Bainbridge laughed over 
their struggles to obtain scarce 
material, and told of amusing inci- 
dents in hunting for old stamps— 
some being actually found under the 
eaves of a log cabin at Yale, B.C. 
In closing he thanked his associates 
for the happiness and friendship 
which had been his as a member of 
the 9V.I.P.S. 

The evening ended with a hearty 
vote of thanks for Gerry Wellburn, 
the president saying that the suc- 
cess of the occasion was largely due 
to him. 


RAMBLING GOSSIP

News of new issues to be issued in 
1957 as reported in Popular Stamps 
of December makes interesting read- 
ing. Quite an innovation for Canada 
to issue four separate designs in 
blocks of four and with the heavy 
demand for thematies today our 
Post Office department may receive 


a surprise with a much increased de- 
mand for these five cent sports 
issues, especially as they are to be 
released in the larger format which 
has been largely advocated for a 
long time. If with improved designs 
some closer inspection was given to 
centered perforation many thousands 
of us would welcome the change. 

Harping once more on past criti- 
cisms I read in an old country jour- 
nal that the fire prevention stamp if 
turned upside down created a good 
Father Christmas, it’s a fact, you try 
it. 

Speaking of new issues the lately 
released Virgin Island set should be 
a very popular one with all who col- 
lect the Queen Elizabeth stamps, as 
the issue is most attractive with its 
pictorials which represent various 
subjects of familiar interest to the 
island population. 

A useful commentary on catalogs 
by a Mr. W. Nichols in the Decem- 
ber "7th issue of “SC” London is 
worth reading as many remarks will 
give the general collector of our Em- 
pire issues an insight to the diffi- 
culties encountered in obtaining used 
issues from various parts of the Br. 
Empire, it is a matter of which col- 
leetcrs should be familiar with and 
disburse some of the discontent which 
exists regarding current issues and 
the slowness of availability. 

With the New Year upon us it is 
to be hoped that many newcomers 
may join the ranks of stamp col- 
lectcrs. Since the unfortunate break 
in sterling some years ago collectors 
have benefited considerably by the 
low cost to them when putting away 
issues of British Empire countries, 
meanwhile for those who previously 
held these issues will be to a great 
extent reimbursed by the advance in 
catalog value, Canada having shown 
due to general shortage in supply the 
largest increase in any Empire coun- 
try. The same general advances in a 
few years to come places stamp col- 
lecting in the investment category. 

Happy and presperous year to all 
of you.

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Review of Scott’s 1957 Canada Section 


Specially Invited by Popular Stamps. 


This will cover only the Canadian 
sections. Almost all numbers have 
been increased, both unused and used. 
It is unfortunate that the question 
of condition has not been very specif- 
ically defined. Auction prices over the 
past year have shown that stamps in 
fine condition bring around full cat- 
alogue prices and better copies bring 
well over catalogue. The idea that a 
buyer should be able to buy at half 
Scott's is an old bogey. 

Now, for a short summary of items 
that catch my eye. Take Canada No. 
1 unused up now to $850.00 yet I be- 
lieve is scarcer that the 12p. All pence 
values have advanced, as did also the 
1859 and 1868 issues. No. 20, the 2c 
value is an item that I believe is as 
scarce as the 6p yet catalogued very 
much less. I notice the 15e thick 
paper was not changed tho’ it is 
quite a hard to get number. The 
small cents issues are now coming in- 
to their own. In spite of their great 
popularity they have not reached 
where they should be. They are all 
notoriously badly centered and any 
that are reasonably well centered 
bring very much above catalogue and 
bring out very active bidding when 
they crop up in sales. 

I was somewhat surprised that the 
1897 Jubilee advanced all along the 
line, tho' you find plenty of them in 
every auction sale, but it may be that 
we should stop and consider that the 
dollar has been shrinking in its value, 
so naturally these should go up to 


compensate. The Maple Leaf and 
Numeral issues all received boosts. 


Some values, as Nos. 73, 779, 80 and 
82 are really scarce. The Maps, still 
Canada's most popular stamps got a 
deserved advance. The only one of 
the Edward set to be overlooked was 
the 7c. I wonder why! Here you will 
find the imperfs. of these catalogued 
but looking back to the Maple Leaf 
and Numeral issues we do not find 
them. Why pick and choose? List 
some and ignore others is not consist- 
ent. You will notice many more im- 
perfs. not listed or even a note made 
about them, which is a bad oversight. 
I notice also that those cut up pieces 
of the 8c Numeral are still listed, 
with fantastic prices on them. Such 


material can be made by any school 
boy. These are listed as 88b and 88c. 
Let’s get sensible on these homemade 
varieties and put them where they 
belong—in oblivion. 

Coming now to the first issue of 
Geo. V, which is fast becoming as 
popular as the small cents for shades, 
tints and study. Many auction sales 
never have these in their listings and 
dealer stocks are low or nil They 
were all due for increases and will 
likely be higher next year. Condition 
of these are usually poor. The 5c blue, 
l0c brown purple and 50e deep black 
are the tough ones. 


Turning to the coils, I believe the 
No. 126 should have gone higher, 
while No. 129 stood still tho' it 
should have been boosted. The great- 
est oversight was No. 134, which I 
firmly think should be listed at $3.50 
instead of 45c, It's so strange to me 
that sometimes we get off on the 
wrong foot and just cannot it seems 
later get into step right. If No. 133 is 
priced at $7.00, then by logic at all 
No. 134 should be valued at one-half 
cf No. 133. There were only double 
the number of No. 134 issued com- 
pared to No. 133. Did you ever try 
to get either of these on cover at 
time of issue? They were not used I 
believe by the general public. Yet this 
error in pricing persists year after 
year! The very same thing applies 
to Nos. 136-7-8 which all went up 
this year. Basically 50,000 each of 
No. 136 and No. 137 were issued, 
while 100,000 of No. 138 were issued. 
These were not on sale at the Post 
Offices but were sold to dealers and 
collectors and I am sure nearly all 
are still in existence. Therefore why 
sheuld not No. 136 and No. 137 be 
catalogued exactly the same and No. 
138 at one-half of these. If we take 
No. 137 as basic, then No. 136 should 
be $4.00 and No. 138 should be $2.00. 
Here again did you ever try to get 
these on cover used in 1924-5 or 6? 
Used copies of any are real tough to 
locate. During those years I had a 
stamp friend who used them for post- 
age and getting them back soaked 
them off to sell as used copies. I got 
a few and also some covers. The pri- 
cing of these three stamps needs to 
be radically revised. This was done 
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some time ago in the Holmes catalog. 

Coming to No. 139 and No. 140 we 
have the same error in pricing. No. 
140 should be one-half of the price of 
No. 139, based again on the number 
issued, These also were not used by 
the general public for ordinary post- 
age, collectors and dealers control- 
ling the disposition and use. 

From here on an almost constant 
increase is found, right up to the 
very recent issues. It seems strange 
to me that No. 147 should have been 
reduced. All coils are short in dealers 
stocks and collectors have recently 
taken a great deal more interest in 
them. Result is that we now find how 
scarce most of them really are and 
the big increases in this catalogue be- 
gin to show more of their true value. 
Look at No. 160-1, 178, 205-6-7, 228- 
9-230. Several of the later ones will 
be well up in another year. 

Turning to E8 and E9, both are 
sleepers and should be higher. I was 
glad to note that the neglected regis- 
tration stamps came in for attention 
this year with nice increases, deserv- 
edly. Jumping over to the Officials, 
which are becoming extremely pop- 
ular, and this means that many are 
lacking in many collections, with 
prices jumping day by day. O9-10-11- 
25-27 are examples of prices racing 
ahead of catalogue. Many collectors 
are waking up to the perforated O.H. 
M.S. which Scott does not recognize 
as stamps except for a very brief 
note. Most of these are really hard 
to find and as they become more and 
more popular, prices will climb rap- 
idly. The Holmes catalogue has a 
very lengthy listing and pricing and 
recently Wrigley has come out with 
a very nice special catalegue with 
prices for these. Be wise today and 
collect them, then you won’t moan 
to-morrow. 

As for the Provincial Issues, B. C. 
had two or three raises, New Bruns- 
wiek was advanced all through. New- 
foundland, which is a good seller to- 
day, had a great many advances. 
Nova Seotia and P. E. I. were like- 
wise accorded many increases, and 
all of them past due. All in all, it 
goes to show that all Canadian issues 
are very popular and well worth 
close attention by collectors and deal- 
ers alike. The market is upward and 
sure to go higher.—L. Seale Holmes,
